The principal feature of the Wash- 
ington birthday celebration in Chicago 
was an address by Gov.

Representative Heflin, of Alabama, 
proposes Representative Glayton, of 
that State, chairman of the Democratic 
caucus, for temporary chairman of the 
National Democratic Convention.

It took 25 years to build up a church 
of six members in China, but since 1900 
there have been 50,000 natives convert- 
ed to Christianity.
